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'N D why don't yon argue for 2 
Peace with Philip V. too in Spain, 
ſays one now, upon reading my 

Metion of reftoring the Duke of Bavaria ? 

Why truly, Gentlemen, I am for beativg 
the French Intereſt by all poffible Methods, 
and above all by thoſe bloodleſs Enconnters 
of Policies and Treaties, in' which the French 
themſelves have been really coo hard for all 
the World 3 and on the Management of 
which they built their preſent Grandeur. 

But as to Philip V. the Caſe differs ex- 
ceedingly, and two Capital Caſes make it 
ab, lutely neceſſary to carry that Caſe on at 
all rt, * + +: 

i/t. That bis Title to the Pofſeſhog is 
ralſe, and the Poſſeſſion uſurp'd. 

2dly. It is impuſhble, that France ſhould 
poſſeſs Spain ; by impoliible, I mean, incon- 


liftent with the Safety of the Confederag, 
either with ReſpeRt to Strength or to Trade 
and therefore I am of the Opinion, this War 
can never end, till Philip V. abdicates the 
Crown of Spain, or is beaten out by Force. 

I muſt own, when it was falk'd of this 
Winter, that the King of France bad offer'd 
for his Grandſon Philip V. that he ſhould 
quit the Spexiſh Monarchy, and be content 
with Naples: | ſay, I muft confeſs, I was for 
taking is at the Word ; for as Naples is but a 
ſmall Equivalent for ſuch a Cale, and the 
Exchange would not be difficult; ſo the No- 
tions of the French Intereſt in Naples being 
deftrutive to our Leven Trade, I lay no 
Weight upon, 

The Trade to the Levant depends upon 
the Command of the Sea, the French are 
ftroog already in the Mediterranean, baving 
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the Port of 7boulon for their Naval Strength 
And this will receive little or no Addition 
from the Neapolitzx Conjunttion, whoſe 
whole Force conlifts in a few Galleys, which 
the French have no Want of Oa the 
other hand, the whole Kingdom of Naples 
has not any Harbour for a Fleet, neicher can 
a Squadron of Frevcþ Men of War take up 
their Station there z fv that the Naval 
Scrength of France woull4 receive no confi- 
derable Addition from the Conjunttion of 
Naples. 

From theſe Conhderations I] cannot help 
ſaying, I wiſh the War in Sparn was over, 
at the Expence of giving the Kingdum of 
- Naples to Philip V. 

If the French make ſuch an Offer, and it 
be refus'd, then-to me it follows ; that the 
War is carried 0a ingly for the Kingdom of 
Napl:s, and | ſhall not offend any body in 
N:ying, that the Kiagdom is not worth the 
2<cth Part of the Blood and Treature lik-ly 
to be expead=c in the Quarcel; *tis 1 Tri- 
fl? in its (-1t, compar'd to the reit of the Spz- 
niſh Monarchy, and I cannot think, any body 
would plead for the carrying on a War, fo 
bloody, fo expenſive, and ſo in it [elf liable 
to Dilafter, as the War in $p41n, for the bare 
maintaiuing the Appendix of that efteminate 
Nation. 

Again, *tis a Nation remote and inde- 
hs voy "tisa Country ſucrounded by the 
Sea, except on the Side where it adjoyns to 
the Dominions of Tuſcany and the Pope z "tis 
not a Place, from whence the French can 
form anyEncroachmeats vr Invaſions on their 
Neighbours, they cannot fall cut hece a- 
bout Limits and Dep2adencizs ; there will 
be no proper Oj<As here for the Ambition 
and cuſtomary Violences;z nor Cn this little 
King of Nupl:s receive any confilerable Sup- 


plies immediately from France fot any En- 
terprize, but what muſt be by Sea, and con- 
ſequently be open, and give Warning to the 
World. 

I do not ſay the French King, has offer'd 
this Preliminary Hut I may ſay, I wiſh there 
were no other Obftrudtioms in the Way of 
a general Peace, and that all the reſt of the 
Spaniſh Monarchy werz ſurrendred to 14- 
Confederates, cr put jato the Poſſeſhor, of 
King Charles Ill. Oa that Condition 1 
ſhould think ita very cheap Purchace, and 
a3 a great General's Maxim vas, whzn the 
Fnemy retreats to make them a Silver Bridge 
to go upon; I ſhould thing the Kingdom 
of Naples a very cheap Sacrifice to the in2x- 
pre ſſible Bl-ſhng of Pegce. 

T know ſome tell ws, the War is at :n 
End, France is reduc'd, his Power broke, 
and that one Campaign more wi!] mak- tim 
diſporge Spain, Naples, and every thing 
Clſi:———-! heartily wiſh it may be true—— 
Butas it was Ceſer's Rule, never to deſpiſe 
an Enemy, ſo I cannot think France an Ene- 
my to he deſpis'd. Security -m War is the 
moft certain Fore-runner of Diſafter, and I 
would not run fafter at home, than our Ar: 
mies can do adroad—The late Turn of AF- 
fairs in Spain is no ſmall Signal to ns, that 
nothing can-be yet cectain in thoſe Aﬀairs ; 
if I were ſure there could be no Diſaſter 
on the XAkine or Danube, no Gotbick Inunda- 
tion, no early Surprize on the unprovided 
Empire, I (hould believe ſomething more of 
it, than yet Ican be perſwaded to- ; Butthis 
] am (ure, that to bring off potent Branches 
of the French Power, ſuch.as theſe of Bavaris 
and Spin, of which I have been diſcoucling, 
is the direfleft, the ſofceft, the cheapeſt, 
and the moft laſting M=thbod of cloſfiog hap- 
pily this furious War.

Have been ſhowing, that the Eafineſ; of 
| the Pvors obtaining En: pivy ment in FE ng- 
land makes it more realonable to make Laws 
to oblige them to work, chan to find it for 
them; and how to do this ally is not at all 
remote from the Propoſal. 

1 am not forward co put my ſ-If upon 
Projetts, or mak: Schem-s; but am ever 
lifteving to ſee the Pretenders to theſe 
things oblige the World with their D:mon- 
ſtration. 

The former Houſes of Commons gave all 
polnble Encouragement to ſuch as could 
offer, or but pretend to offer,at this ne<dful 
thinZ; but the imperfe& Efſ1ys of ſeveral, 
whetker for private or publick Benefit, 1 d9 not 
attempt ro determine, which hive nnce been 
mide, and which have odtain'd the Powers 
and Conditions they have delir'd, have by 
a!l their Eff-Qs d-monftrated the Weakneſs 
of their Dcſizgn 5 and that they underſtoud 
not the Diſeaſe, or knew not the propec 
Cure for ir. 

And having ſurvey'd, not the N-cefhity 
of a new Att of Parliament, but the Con- 
texts of the AR which has been propos'd 3s 
2a Remedy in this Caſe ; I cannot but offer 
my Obj:Aions againft the Syfficiency of the 
Propoſal, and leave it to the Conhderation 
of all Men. 

I humbly hope,the learned Gentl-man un- 
d-r whoſe DireQion this Law is now to pro- 
ceed,and by whoſeOrder it has b»en tormer- 
ly printed, will not thick himſelf perſonally 
concern'd in this Caſe z his Endeavours to 
promote ſo good a Work, as the Reliei, Em- 
ployment avd Settlement of the Poor, meric 
the Thanks and Acknowledgment of the 
whole Nation, and no Man ſhall be more 
ready to pay his Share of that D-bt to him, 
than my ſelf. But if his Scheme happen to 
te ſomething ſvperficial, if he comes in a- 
movyg the Number of thoſe, who have not 
fearch'd this Wound to the Bottom; if the 
Methods propos'd cre not ſuch, as will an- 
ſwer his own Defigns or the Nations, I cac- 
not think my ſelf oblig'd to d:ſpenſe with 


my Duty tu the publick Good, to preſerve 
a peri-vnal Value tor his Judgment, tho? the 
entlemaq's Merit be extracrdirary-. 

Wheretor2, ag in all the Schemes I have 
ſern 11id for che Por, and in this in parti- 
cular,the g-neral Thuught of the Propaſers 
runs vpon the employing the Poor by Work- 
Houſcs, Corp-:rations, Houſes of Corre&i- 
on, and the lixe z and that I think it plain 
to b= {cen, that theſe Propoſals come vaſtly 
ſhort of th» main Detign. This is offer'd as 
well to make good what is before alledg'd, 
Viz. That a!) th-ſe Work houſes, &:. tend 
to the Encreaſe, and not the Relief of the 
Ponr; as to make a Tender of mean, plain, 
and I hope, rational Propoſals, for the more 
effet&tyal Cure of this grand Diſcaſe. 

In order to proceed to this great Chalk 
lenge, I could be glad the Bills already 
pals'd might be review'd, the Praftice of our 
Curporation-Houſes, and the Contents of 
tn2 now propos'd AQ, examin'd. 

In all theſc it will appear, that the Me- 
thod, cF-i-tly propos'd for the Employment 
of our Poor, is by fetting them to work on 
the ſeveral ManufaQtures mention'd in a fer- 
mer Paper, as Sphming, Weaving, and ma- 
pufaQturing our Engliſh Wool. 

All our Work-hovuſes lately ereecd in Eng- 
Imm4are in general thus employ'd; for which, 
without en1merating Particulars, 1 humbly 
appeal to the Knowledge of the ſeveral 
Members of theſe Work-hoouſes, in their re- 
ſp:Qive Towns, where ſuch Corporations 
have been erected.
